Formerly recipes of the mousse 
type, with a large proportion of cream 
have had to be used ln order to get 
satisfactory results In the texture, 
without stirring. All cream desserts 
are too rich as well as costly to serve 
for the average housewife, ulso ure 
too rich for the children aud adults 
after a heavy dinner. 

Chocolate Ice Cream. 

Take two squares of unsweetened 
chocolate cut Into pieces, add to two 
cupfuls of milk in a double holler and 
heat. When the chocolate Is melted 
heat with u rotary beater until well 
blended, add three tablespoonfuls of 
quick-cooking tapioca, one-fourth tea¬ 
spoonful of salt aud cook until clear 
and thickened, stirring frequently. 
Add one-half cupful of sugar and four 
tublespoonfuls of light corn sirup; 
cook until all are well blended, then 
cool. Strain the mixture by stirring, 
not rubbing through a tine sieve. Chill. 
Add two tablespoonfuls of sugar to 
two beaten egg whites and fold Into 
the mixture. Add one cupful of cream 
whipped and two teaspoonfuls of 
vanilla. Turn Into the freezlug tray 
and freeze as rapidly as possible. 
Three to four hours are required. 
Lacking the refrigerator, pack In Ice 
and salt for several hours.

Following harvest, strawberries are 
usually cultivated, the rows narrowed 
to about 8 inches, and the soil treated 
with nitrate of sodu at the rate of a 
pound to 50 feet of row, 20 pounds to 
a tenth of an acre, and 50 pounds 
to a iiuurtcT of an uere. 


There is a keen demand for high 
class rams among Kentucky sheep 
raisers. A few dollars more spent for 
good rams may add hundreds of dol¬ 
lars to the market value of the lambs 
next year. Many farmers now refuse 
to buy anything but the best. 


Too much emphasis cannot lie put 
on keeping the pullets growing well, 
as the laying season approaches.

Lespedezu Hay 

The time Korean lespedezu buv Is 
■ ut tins much to do with the quality, 
in the opinion of Ur. E. N. Fergus of 
tin- Kentucky agricultural experiment 
station. 

The best IcspcdezH liny is made 
when tlie crop Is not more mature 
Ilian full bloom. When iu doubt, it is 
•letter to cut too early rather than 
loo late, when finality of buy aloue Is 
the deciding factor. 

Curing Korean lespedezu hay is not 
difficult, beeuu.se of Its small water 
content. Leaves shutter rather easily, 
however, anil these lire tile most valu¬ 
able part of the hay. 

Agood practice Is to wilt the hay 
in the swath and then rake it into 
windrows for the rest of the field cur¬ 
ing. In this way, leaves and natural 
color may he retained. 

An effort to make both hay am] seed 
from the same cutting always results 
iu a lower quality of hay. Dr. Fergus 
poinls out. Lo-s of quality also results 
from Indecision as to whether tlie crop 
is to he made into hay, turned out for 
pasture, or saved for seed.
